BANBURY’S biggest estate could be 
about to get a whole lot bigger after 
sweeping plans to build hundreds 
of homes were finally put forward. 

Housebuilding firm Bloor Homes has 
applied to Cherwell District Council for 
permission to create a total of 319 new 
properties in Bretch Hill. 

If all goes to plan the development 
will be built on green space west of Ed¬ 
inburgh Way and will also include new 
roads and employment space. 

Banbury Town Council leader Kieron 
Mallon said: “This application has been 
through the local planning process and 
now seems to be coming to fruition. 

“This will bring much-needed infra¬ 
structure to the Bretch Hill area which 
we hope will revitalise this part of town 
not only for new people but for existing 
residents. 

“As with any development there will 
be disruption with traffic and building 
work but in the long term we hope this 
will be good news for this part of Ban¬ 
bury.” 

The firm secured outline planning 
permission to build up to 400 homes on 
the site last March, with full planning 
permission for the first 110 granted in 
August.

This new application for full planning 
permission would bring the total num¬ 
ber of homes up to 429, with a further 51 
specialised homes planned for over-55s. 

Bloor Homes Western planning direc¬ 
tor Nick Rawlings, said: “This develop¬ 
ment will make a significant contribu¬ 
tion to meeting Cherwell’s housing 
needs. 

“There has been a notable shift in 
demand from the marketplace towards 
smaller four, three and two-bedroom 
properties, and we have therefore re¬ 
viewed our plans. We are confident 
that our proposals, which include a 
28-acre linear parkland, will deliver 
an attractive and high-quality devel¬ 
opment for the town.” 

A total of 236 properties, all two- 
storey with a mixture of two, three 
and four bedrooms, will be for private 
ownership, with a further 39 for rent. 

Eighteen are likely to be shared own¬ 
ership and 26 are classed as ‘discount’ 
housing for groups such as young 
first-time buyers or those on rent-to- 
buy schemes. 


According to Cherwell’s planning 
policy at least 30 per cent will need to 
be ‘affordable’, meaning flats could cost 
about £120,000 or houses about £180,000. 

Plans to ‘rejuvenate’ Bretch Hill have 
been on the cards for years as part of 
Cherwell’s local plan and the green 
space has been earmarked for housing. 

If plans are approved Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council will also require Bloor 
Homes to provide public art on the site 
to enhance community areas.

Planning bosses pass 
applications to build 
modern apartments

AS PLANS to build more than 
300 homes in Bretch Hill are 
unveiled, a further 18 new 
homes are also now on the way 
to Banbury. 

Last week planning bosses ap¬ 
proved two applications to build 
10 apartments in a listed Georgian 
building as well as new homes off 
Warwick Road. 

The historic office block at 51 
South Bar Street, Mercia House, 
will be converted to create the five 
two-bed and five one-bed apart¬ 
ments. 

It is a Grade Il-listed building 
dating back to the 19th Century 
but has a large, modern extension 
to the rear and already had per¬ 
mission for business use. 

The doors and windows on the 
south elevation of the building 
will be affected as part of the 
changes but they do not face onto 
South Bar Street. 

Cherwell District Council lead 
member for planning Colin Clarke 
said: “We consider this an accept¬ 


able proposal which will help keep 
a listed building well maintained. 

“This is important if we are to 
keep the frontage of Banbury’s 
historic town centre looking its 
best. 

“We do regret the loss of employ¬ 


ment space but the property has 
been empty for a number of years, 
and was originally used for hous¬ 
ing. 

“The changes being proposed to 
the exterior of the building are 
sympathetic to its character and 


we are satisfied its historic status will 
be preserved.” 

Elsewhere, a total of 20 houses are 
now set to be built on land east of 
Warwick Road rather than the 12 pre¬ 
viously approved, as part of a devel¬ 
opment totalling 118 homes. 


They will follow the designs already 
set out but will occupy slightly more 
land in what Mr Clarke called a ‘rela¬ 
tively modest’ change. 

As part of the agreement the de¬ 
veloper, Persimmon Homes, will also 
help fund bus links to the town centre. 
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Barry Whitehouse, who owns The Artery art shop, was helped in his ambition to be an artist by the sacrifices his mum made. Now, in her memory, he is

FREE art lessons for disadvan¬ 
taged young adults are being 
launched at a Banbury shop in 
memory of the owner’s mother. 

Barry Whitehouse, a profes¬ 
sional painter who runs The 
Artery in Parson’s Street, was 
supported in his endeavours 
from an early age by his mother 
Margaret. 

Shortly before her death at 72 
last year from cancer she and 
her son discussed how The Ar¬ 
tery could honour her memory 
by providing art education to 
everyone. 

The result was the Margaret 
Whitehouse Memorial Fund, a 
six-month programme of free ed¬ 
ucation opening for applications 
on Thursday, March 2. 

Mr Whitehouse said: “My 
mother started at art college 
and used to help out at primary 
schools, and supported me with 
my dad throughout my career. 

“I started exhibiting when I 
was 14 and I couldn’t drive to ex¬ 



hibitions, so they gave up a lot. 

“We came from quite a poor 
background and they helped me 
move my career forward. It’s 
something I want to do in a simi¬ 
lar way” 

Every six months three young 
people aged 18 to 25 will be of¬ 
fered lessons in a variety of ar¬ 
tistic skills to broaden their crea¬ 
tive horizons. 

Overall participants will re¬ 
ceive almost £1,000 worth of free 
art education and if The Artery 
can gather more funds the pro¬ 


gramme could be opened to big¬ 
ger numbers. 

Mr Whitehouse said: “As well 
as a traditional fine art class 
it helps with critical thinking, 
fine motor skills and abstract 
thought.

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Horticultural experts preserving juniper seeds used to make gin after species declines across the UK

THE future of gin production in 
the UK has been safeguarded 
by horticultural experts who 
collected juniper seeds from 
Oxfordshire to conserve the 
declining tree species. 

Juniper berries, which take 
two years to mature, help give 
the alcoholic drink its 
distinctive flavour, but the 
native UK species is in decline. 

The UK National Tree Seed 
Project was set up by the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew, 
to collect seeds from juniper 
and other UK tree species and 
store them in the Millennium 
Seed Bank to ensure they do 
not vanish from the 
countryside. 

The project has 'banked' 5.8 


million seeds from 6,500 UK 
trees since May 2013, with the 
aim of collecting seeds from all 
native woody plants, and 
juniper is the first species to be 
fully collected and saved. 

Some 50 collections of seeds 
have been made from juniper 
trees and shrubs across 
Britain, including Wiltshire, 
Oxfordshire, Cumbria, Conwy 
and the Scottish Highlands. 

They are taken to the 
Millennium Seed Bank at 
Wakehurst, Sussex, where 
they are put through a 
rigorous process including 
being cleaned, dried and 
examined to make sure they 
are viable, before being stored 
underground at -20°C. 


Juniper, which is important 
not just for gin but supporting 
other wildlife, is facing a range 
of problems including 
fragmented populations and 
difficulties regenerating 
successfully, as old trees and 
shrubs produce fewer seeds 
and young plants are eaten by 
deer and rabbits. 

Plants are also being hit by a 
fungus-like disease, 
Phytophthora austrocedri, 
which causes foliage to die. 

The National Tree Seed 
Project said preserving juniper 
seeds will help with 
conservation work and 
research, without which 
experts have warned it might 
be 'last orders' for the 


Hospital future a ‘local decision’ 


A BANBURY councillor has been told by 
the Department of Health that the future 
of services at Horton General Hospital is 
‘a matter for local determination’. 

Mark Cherry, who represents Banbury 
Calthorpe on Oxfordshire County Council, 
wrote to the DoH with concerns about the 
impact of sustainability and 
transformation plans (STPs) on the 
Banbury area. 

Phase one of a consultation on the 
Oxfordshire arm of the STP is under way. 

It involves the centralisation of some 
services from Banbury to the John 
Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford, including 
acute stroke and maternity. 

Mr Cherry said: “If A&Es across the John 
Radcliffe and Horton Hospitals are over¬ 
stretched now surely it’s madness to 
consider downgrading the Horton.” 


Following a letter to the Prime Minister 
dated January 7 in which he called for 
more funding for the NHS Mr Cherry 
received a reply from Lynn Wade, who 
handles correspondence and public 
enquiries at the DoH. 

She said: “The government needs an 
NHS ready for the future. To do this, local 
service leaders in every part of England 
are working together for the first time on 
STPs. 

“The government appreciates there is 
local concern for the future of services at 
the Horton General Hospital. However, 
this is a matter for local determination. 

“A full version of the Buckinghamshire, 
Oxfordshire and Berkshire West STP is 
due to be published this month with 
further engagement and, where required, 
public consultation, to follow.”

Fury over lack of 
parking spaces 


Hospital supporters left 
exasperated as authority 
rules out adding spaces

SUPPORTERS of the Horton 
General Hospital have been 
left exasperated after it was 
announced no further park¬ 
ing will be added to Oxford’s 
hospital sites. 

Last week Oxford City Coun¬ 
cil planning boss Alex Hollings¬ 
worth said planning policies for 
the three sites in Headington 
blocked future development. 

It comes after a survey by 
Banbury MP Victoria Prentis 
revealed waits by North Oxford¬ 
shire patients of up to an hour 
to find a space at the John Rad¬ 
cliffe. 

Mr Hollingsworth said: “The 
council’s planning policies for 
the hospital sites in Headington 
aim to limit the amount of park¬ 
ing on site. Additional parking 
will generate more traffic on lo¬ 


cal streets that are already con¬ 
gested. Major employers across 
Oxford have worked hard to pro¬ 
vide alternative ways of getting 
their staff to work using public 
transport and the trust is no dif¬ 
ferent.” 

Patients have for years rou¬ 
tinely complained about long de¬ 
lays getting to the John Radcliffe 
Hospital, Churchill Hospital and 
Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre as 
well as difficulty parking. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
deputy leader Rodney Rose has 
been attending the JR for cancer 
treatment and lambasted the de¬ 
cision. 

He said: “If they were talking 
about adding an eight storey car 
park I could understand but to 
stop any spaces being added at 
all is just crackers.” 

Members of the Save Our Hor¬ 
ton campaign group were flum¬ 
moxed by the announcement. 

Part of a sustainability and 
transformation plan (STP) for 
NHS services in the county in¬ 
cludes proposals to centralise 
some services from the Horton 
to the JR. Banbury campaigner 
Val Ingram said: “I’m not quite 


sure where this puts plans for 
the Horton. They said they need¬ 
ed to sort out parking to imple¬ 
ment these measures. 

“It’s all a pack of nonsense re¬ 
ally and I have a lot of sympathy 
for patients in Oxford. If people 
that lived here could go to hospi¬ 
tal here, we would not have this 
problem.” 

In a post on the Save Our 
Horton Facebook page, group 
member Eleanor Wilson said: 
“So, they reduce services at the 
Horton, sending more traffic 
through to Oxford - then won’t 
let us park in order to get to our 
appointments, so cause a back¬ 
log on the roads. Makes perfect 
sense.” 

Lisa Clark added: “All the more 
reason for our Horton to be saved 
and all its services too.”

More youngsters are in need of counselling to cope with loss of loved one

A RAPIDLY growing Oxford charity which 
supports hundreds of bereaved children each 
year is calling for more volunteers. 

Demand has risen by nearly a quarter as 
415 children were supported in Oxfordshire 
by SeeSaw over the past year and staff expect 
the trend to continue into 2017. 

A dedicated team of about 11 volunteers 
supports hundreds of children but as the 
need grows so does the need for more volun¬ 
teers. 

The Headington-based team work with chil¬ 
dren from age five to 18 to help them come to 
terms with the loss of a loved one. 

Nine-year-old Poppy Campion was support¬ 
ed by the charity last year when her grandfa¬ 
ther Grahame passed away aged 81, in March. 

The youngster from Summertown, Oxford, 
who has since raised £3,485 for the charity 
said: “SeeSaw really helped us an awful lot. 
They made me understand that its okay to be 
sad and for my family to be sad. 

“It made it so much easier to talk about my 
grandpa.” 

Poppy fundraised by taking part in a spon¬ 
sored hula hoop challenge in memory of her 


grandfather. 

Mum Vicks Campion added: “When my fa¬ 
ther passed away Poppy really was just a bro¬ 
ken little girl but it’s incredible to see the dif¬ 
ference over three months. It’s extraordinary. 

“The biggest thing was getting Poppy to 
understand grief is okay, as it became clear 
early on she had been bottling it up to protect 
me.” 

She added: “To have something like SeeSaw 
to help us through such a difficult time made 
the process so much quicker than any other 
route. 

“If we hadn’t used them I think Pops would 
still be struggling with the grief now” 

The charity, near Headington, is hosting a 
taster evening tomorrow for potential sup¬ 
port workers. 

SeeSaw children and families practitioner 
Jenny Armstrong said: “The taster sessions 
are a chance for people to come and find out 
about SeeSaw before an interview and train¬ 
ing. 

“Quite rightly people come and go as their 
life takes a different direction, but we are at 
that point now where we could do with more 
volunteers.” 

Ms Armstrong said volunteers worked with 
children in their own homes on a one-to-one 
basis to help them to come to terms with their

grief. 

She added: “Children often protect their 
parents and often don’t want to talk about a 
loss in case they upset them - that is where 
we can come in.” 

Volunteers are expected, on average, to vol¬ 
unteer about 16 hours a month, although this 
is flexible. 

It is run with the help of donations and 
grants and in 2015 supported 339 children, 
with the total growing to 415 children last 
year. 

Volunteer Anne Taylor, who has been with 


the charity for about a decade, said: “I find it 
a challenge but one that is really rewarding. 

“Going in and seeing children when they 
are obviously going through a difficult time 
and working with them through and out the 
other end is really great. 

“It is support that isn’t provided by any oth¬ 
er organisation and lots of families have oth¬ 
er things going on but just to have that person 
to talk to makes such a difference.”

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Drivers warned county’s potholes 



Council ‘fighting’ to 
keep roads up to par

POTHOLES that continue to plague the coun¬ 
ty’s roads will not be wiped out anytime soon, 
a transport head has warned. 

Oxfordshire County Council ordered the repair 
of more than 25,800 road and footpath ruts in the 
past year alone, but its cabinet member for trans¬ 
port admitted it is ‘fighting’ even to maintain the 
current crumbling state of the roads. 

David Nimmo Smith said that the roads ‘will not 
get any better’ despite a Government grant pledged 
specifically for potholes, insisting there is nowhere 
near enough cash to cover costs of smoothing over 
the council’s 2,800-mile road network. 

He said: “The mantra we have is to maintain the 
roads as best we can. We need around £160m to 
bring roads up to motorway standard, and £20m a 
year to keep that level. We haven’t got that money. 

“We are fighting just to keep the roads in the con¬ 
dition they are at the moment, and I admit some of 
them are less than satisfactory. Some people don’t 
accept that - as a member of the public myself 
I don’t accept it; I don’t like the condition of our 
roads but we haven’t got the money to deal with it.” 

He welcomed a £1.3m cash injection from the 
Government’s Pothole Action Fund for the 2017- 
18 financial year and said it would ‘go a long way’ 
to maintain roads, but said much more cash was 
needed for a pothole-free Oxfordshire. 

He said the ‘dragon’ machine brought in to blast 
potholes with flames was giving ‘more bang for our 
buck’. But chairman of Kennington Parish Coun¬ 



cil Colin Charlett called on the council to cough up 
more, branding the county’s roads ‘diabolical’. 

He said: “As soon as you come over the county 
boundary you can tell you’re in Oxfordshire. It’s 
awful. 

“They come round and chuck a bit of Tarmac on

it, whack it down and a year later they have to come 
back and do the same thing.” 

One person referring to a crater in Barton Village 
Road on Fix My Street said: “The fact that you are 
cycling downhill makes this an even more danger¬ 
ous situation. It is only a matter of time before 
there is an accident.” 

North Oxford resident Philip Cresswell has com¬ 
plained of potholes puncturing Wentworth Road 
where he lives, which have repeatedly collapsed de¬ 
spite being ‘fixed’ three times in the past year. 

The 63-year-old said: “I don’t expect them to blitz 
them all but they ought to do something new that 
will last. It’s a waste of everybody’s time.” 

Handyman Mr Cresswell said he even drives 
around with a sign in the back of his van saying 
‘I’m not drunk, I’m just avoiding potholes’. 

Council spokesman Martin Crabtree said recur¬ 
ring defects can indicate ‘underlying problems’ 
that may merit the road for inclusion in the coun¬ 
cil’s planned maintenance work programme. 

He added: “We are constantly working on differ¬ 
ent techniques and treatment types. Permanent 
repairs come with a two-year guarantee and this is 
audited showing a 98 per cent pass rate.” 

Mr Crabtree said failures are repaired at the con¬ 
tractor’s cost and described the state of the roads 



as ‘generally stable’. 

He added: “Our road conditions on the whole 
are in line with than the national averages - there 
is absolutely nothing unique or unusual about 
Oxfordshire. We work all year round and all 
hours to maintain our roads and fix potholes.”

No jail for police-chase driver 


THE call for Banbury ‘snow wardens’ 
has been answered by Cherwell 
District Council (CDC), which has 
promised to cover swathes of the town. 

Last month Banbury Town Council 
appealed for businesses to help 
gritting pavements in the shopping 
streets and recruited Betts Butchers in 
Church Lane as a result. 

Now CDC has stepped up to the plate, 
taking responsibility for Market Place, 
Parson’s Street, High Street, Broad 
Street to George Street, Butchers Row 
and Bridge Street. 


A MAN drove into 
oncoming traffic in an 
effort to escape police but 
was spared jail so he could 
support his pregnant 
partner. 

Michael Cowley, of 
Deacon Way, Banbury, was 
convicted of dangerous 
driving in September and 
was sentenced at Oxford 
Crown Court on Friday. 

He was convicted after an 
incident on April 9 when 


police were hunting for a 
man who was a passenger 
in Cowley's car. 

As Cowley drove the 
Peugeot into Deacon Way 
police spotted the wanted 
passenger, prompting 
Cowley to race off before 
turning right onto Wood 
Green Avenue and straight 
into oncoming traffic. 

He turned off into a 
garden area before 
abandoning the car. 


Judge Lamb said: "The 
reality is that you probably 
ought to be going straight 
inside today. I had in mind 
a period of nine months 
because dangerous driving, 
particularly when being 
pursued by police, is taken 
very seriously indeed." 

But in light of his 
partner's pregnancy he 
was handed a prison 
sentence of nine months 
suspended for 18 months.

N EXT week, I am really 

looking forward to taking 
part in the first Great British 
Spring Clean on 3-5 March. It 
is another initiative from Keep 
Britain Tidy, who were behind 
last year's successful Clean for 
the Queen campaign which saw 
hundreds of thousands of people 
from across the country tidying 
up their local areas before the 
Queen's ninetieth birthday. On 
my parents' farm in Aynho we 
were always taught to pick up any 
litter we found on our walks. All 
of my family have enjoyed more 
organised village litter-picking, 
and I found getting involved 
with the organisation of Clean 
for the Queen to be a natural 
progression. Since then, litter 
has become something of an

There is so much we can do to help 
make our local area an even more 
pleasant environment to live and work 
in. North Oxfordshire has a real mix of 
rural and urban areas, and it is just as 
important to keep both clean and tidy.

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‘One council’ critics attack £35 
handouts for people’s opinions 


County claims this is standard 
practice but opponents relate 
the £3m cuts to day centres 

CASH-STRAPPED Oxfordshire County 
Council is giving £35 handouts to people 
taking part in its controversial “super 
council” consultation - despite facing 
millions of pounds in cuts. 

The county council said this was “standard 
practice” and claimed it was “paranoia of 
the highest order” to suggest otherwise. 

But it was branded “just wrong” and “ex¬ 
traordinary” by critics. 

Oxford City Council deputy leader Ed 
Turner said it was “wasteful” after cutting 
services for the disabled and elderly. 

The city council opposes plans for a council 
shake-up, which could see it and other au¬ 
thorities abolished and replaced. 

Mr Turner said: “At a time when the county 
council says there is no money for vital ser¬ 
vices like elderly day centres, children’s cen¬ 
tres and homeless hostels, I am astonished it 
is giving bundles of banknotes to people tak¬ 
ing part in its consultation exercise as it tries 
to get other councils abolished. 

“This so-called consultation has felt biased 
from the word go and this latest action just 
discredits it further.” 

Lynda Atkins, an independent county 
councillor, added: “I am fairly appalled. Con¬ 
ducting focus groups may be marketing in¬ 
dustry practice if you are coming up with a 
new brand of toothpaste or socks, but I don’t 
think it should be for a political issue.”

The Swansea-based company hired by the 
county council, Opinion Research Services, 
has been phoning members of the public 
and offering them the £35 incentive to attend 
workshop events, such as one held in County 
Hall last night. 

A letter to someone registered to attend - 
passed to the Oxford Mail - said: “You will 
receive an incentive of £35 cash to cover any 
expenses you may have incurred in attending 
the workshop and as a token of our apprecia-

tion for you finding the time to come along.” 

County council spokesman Paul Smith 
said: “It has for many decades been standard 
practice for those invited to take part in a 
focus group to be given a small payment for 
their time and to cover out of pocket expens¬ 
es, whether that be a focus group set up by a 
council, another part of the public sector or 
a private sector body 

“It is market research industry good prac¬ 
tice and commonplace and is viewed as es¬ 
sential to get a reasonable cross-section of 
participants. 

“The fact people receive this recompense 


for their time does not influence feedback 
they give. To suggest otherwise is paranoia 
of the highest order and runs against the 
whole concept of focus groups.” 

But the handouts offered by the county 
council are just the latest example of a costly 
campaign being waged online and over the 
airwaves by it - and other authorities - at the 
taxpayer’s expense. 

The county council says it has put aside 
£200,000, including £100,000 for a study, to pro¬ 
mote its “One Oxfordshire” proposal, which 
it argues could save £20 million a year. 

This would involve scrapping all six of the 
biggest councils, including the county coun¬ 
cil itself, and replacing them with one super 
authority. 

The county council, supported by Vale of 
White Horse and South Oxfordshire district 
councils, argues this will end duplication 
and make services better value for money. 

But opponents say the new Oxfordshire¬ 
wide organisation will be distant from local 
communities, with the city council saying 
the needs of people in the city are too differ¬ 
ent from rural areas. 

It has also just committed thousands of 
pounds towards an advertising and market¬ 
ing campaign against the super council. 

The county council said it held five focus 
group events on the “One Oxfordshire” pro¬ 
posal, with 18 people paid for their time so far 
- a total cost of £630. 

It comes after the authority passed its lat¬ 
est budget on Monday. This included changes 
that will save £3.14m by reducing the number 
of council-funded day centres for the elderly 
and disabled from 22 to eight.

Patriots Day introduces a 
fictional character into the heart 
of real-life terrorism - the 
bombing of the 2013 Boston 
marathon - to pay rousing and 
sometimes overblown tribute to 
the men and women who risked 
their lives in the name of 
justice. 

The script’s queasy conflation 
of fact and artistic licence runs 
the risk of glamorizing the hunt 
for the perpetrators. 

Vehicles explode, hundreds of 
bullets scythe through the air, 
transforming a sleepy nook of 
suburban Massachusetts into a 
flaming, debris-strewn war zone. 
It’s certainly a pulse- 
quickening, edge-of-seat 
rendering of a senseless act that 
made headlines around the 
world. 

On the morning of April 15, 
Dzhokhar Tsarnaev (Alex Wolff) 
and his brother Tamerlan 
(Themo Melikidze) head into 
Boston with homemade bombs 
concealed in rucksacks. 

They move into the thick 
crowds of spectators thronging 
the marathon course, drop the 
bags and move to safety before 
detonating the devices in quick 
succession near the finish line. 

Hundreds of people are 
injured in the blasts. 

“We’ve got to decide who’s 
running this and we’ve got to 
decide quickly,” Deval Patrick 
(Michael Beach), the Governor 
of Massachusetts, tells Boston 


Police Commissioner Ed Davis 
(John Goodman) and the 
assembled responders. 

“It’s terrorism, we’ll take it!” 
responds FBI Special Agent 
Richard DesLauriers (Kevin 
Bacon) as he discovers 
fragments of a bomb at the 
scene. 

Sergeant Tommy Saunders 
(Wahlberg) and his wife Carol 
(Michelle Monaghan), a 
registered nurse, are on the 
front line during the man hunt. 

Their resolves are tested along 
with Boston’s mayor Thomas 
Menino (Vincent Curatola) and 
other figures in public office 
including Police Sergeant 
Jeffrey Pugliese (JK Simmons). 

Patriots Day seamlessly blends 
footage shot by witnesses, who 
were in Boston that day, with 
grainy reconstructions to 
document events before the 
explosions up to the point that 
one of the suspects is found 
hiding inside a boat. 

Berg’s bombastic approach to 
action sequences sets our pulses 
racing and he effortlessly holds 
us in a vice-like grip for more 
than two hours, even if we know 
the chain of events from news 
coverage. 

The voices of real-life 
survivors and officers 
reverberate over the end credits, 
hammering home the true 
valour and sacrifice behind the 
expensive Hollywood 
pyrotechnics.

Three Daughters Of Eve by Elif 
Shafak is published in hardback 
by Viking, priced £14.99 (ebook

FOR anyone trying to make sense 
of the current political tumult, Elif 
Shafak's timely novel is a good 
place to start. At first glance, it 
tells the story of Peri, a young girl 
from Istanbul, torn between the 
religiosity of her devout mother 
and the secularism of her irascible 
atheist father. At Oxford, she is 
determined to find out which of 
her parents is right about God 
and where her own beliefs lie. It's 
also the story of modern Istanbul 
and the constantly changing ley 
lines of politics, money, faith 
and patriotism. Perhaps, most 
significantly, this book is an 
intelligent exploration of the 
questions and anxieties thrown 
up by Trump and Brexit. It looks 
at how people of different faith 
and cultures view each other 
and shows us that many of the 


divisions we cling to are based on 
our own assumptions and lack of 
knowledge. Shafak's characters 
are forced to question everything 
as the author explodes myth after 
myth about right and wrong. 
Euphoria by Heinz Helle is 
published in paperback by 
Serpent's Tail, priced £11.99 
(ebook £4.31). 

FIVE old schoolfriends trek through 
the wintry landscape of the Alps. 

It is the aftermath of some (vague) 
apocalyptic event, with their path 
taking in burnt-out cars, dead 
bodies and a general sense of 
desolation. In short chapters that 
feel like a series of bleak, brutal 
prose poems, Helle's writing 
(and Kari Driscoll's translation of 
it) creates a vivid, troubling and 
distinctly disturbing sense of quiet 
desperation. The narrator slides 
between flashback reveries of the 
world he's lost and the savage 
lifestyle of primal instinct he now 
inhabits. This grim eschatology

deliberately off-kilter 
camerawork, hallucinogenic set 
pieces and discordant orchestral 
score composer by Benjamin 
Wallfisch. 

It’s an impressive 
amalgamation of colour- 
bleached production design and 
slow-burning suspense 
reminiscent of the high-altitude 
madness of The Shining. 

Alas, a sustained build-up of 
tension dissipates in a ludicrous 
final act that repeatedly chooses 
cheap, salacious shocks over 
plausibility, leaving a nasty taste 
in the mouth at the very moment 
we should be smacking our lips 
with glee.

makes for a dark and uneasy 
struggle to survive. 

The Doll Funeral by Kate Hamer is
